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Emerging Small Business Programs 
(ESB) by Carol Coover-Clark, AIA 


WHAT IS ESB? This program addresses problems faced by all small 
businesses in professional services, construction and research. It 
provides assistance to majority, minority and women-owned 
businesses. It is being offered as a pilot program through the Colorado 
Department of Transportation (aviation and highways) to increase 
accessibility to CDOT contractors to businesses who might not 
otherwise be able to compete. Businesses will gain resources needed 
to participate on their own in the public contract process. 


WHO QUALIFIES? A business must be an independent business 
having not exceeded $600,000 gross income in the last two years 
($3,000,000 for construction trades) and commit to writing a Business 
Development Plan each year of eligibility (max. 6 years). The business 
must also attend an SBA seminar on business basics and file an 
annual application with CDOT. 


WHAT ASSISTANCE IS AVAILABLE? CDOT will assist in the 
Business Development Plan and set specific annual training goals for 
the ESB business to achieve. CDOT will also develop or facilitate 
ways to meet these specific goals andl provide financial incentives to 
prime consultants/contractors who use ESB businesses as follows: 


First time reimbursement payment to prime who uses an ESB 
sub who has never been used on a CDOT project. 

Hourly reimbursement payment to a non-ESB prime who 
participates in the mentorship program. 

Mentor reimbursement payment to a non-ESB prime who 
participates in the mentorship program. 

CDOT may restrict certain projects under $50,000 to increase 
to ESB businesses. 

Assistance with bond and retainage requirements, waived on 
projects under $50,000 where a ESB is prime. 

CDOT may increase projects under $50,000 to increase ESB 
opportunities. 

CDOT will provide up to an additional 5 evaluation points to 
consultant who Is or uses an ESB business.

Resource clearing house 

An advisory group of architects, engineers, contractors and 
community leaders has been organized to evaluate and 
monitor the effectiveness of EBS and tailor it to your needs.

HAT IS INIT F ARCHITECTS? It is difficult to tell yet what 
projects created by the Surface Transportation Act will be administered 
through CDOT and currently ESB incentives apply only to state funded 
projects, which we hope will soon change. This is good basic business 
training and will, for the most part, be free of charge or at a 
substantially reduced cost. And last, it is a pilot program and could be 
extended to all State of Colorado’ Departments. With the current 
lawsuit against the City and County of Denver MBEMBE program, this 
could be the program of the future for ALL small businesses. (ESB 
designation with CDOT will be in addition to DBE designation, a 
business quaifying for both will get up to 10 evaluation points added).

ACCESSIBILITY SURVEYS OF EXISTING “PLACES 
OF PUBLIC ACCOMMODATIONS” UNDER TITLE M 
OF THE AMERICAN WITH DISABILITIES ACT 


From the AIA Colorado ADA Task Force

Architects are often asked to conduct accessibility surveys designed 
to identify architectural barriers and state whether the removal of such 
barriers is readily achievable under the Americans with Disabilities Act 
(the “ADA”). This position statement will discuss readily achievable 
barrier removal and the architect's involvement in that process. 


l. Readily Achievable Barrier Removal: 


The ADA requires places of public accommodation to “remove 
architectural barriers in existing facilities... where such removal is 
readily achievable....” Readily achievable “means easily 
accomplished and able to be carried out without much difficulty or 
expense.” Factors to be considered in determining whether the 
removal of a particular barrier is readily achievable include, among 
other things: (1) the nature and cost of the action needed; (2) the 
overall financial resources of the site or sites involved; (3) legitimate 
Safety requirements; (4) the impact of the action upon the operation 
of the site; and (5) the overall financial resources of any parent 
corporation. Where barrier removal is not readily achievable, a public 
accommodation must take other readily available action to make its 
goals and services available. 


Once barriers have been identified, the owner must prioritize the 
removal of the barriers where removal is readily achievable. Places of 
public accommodation are to comply with the barrier removal of 
requirements in the following order of Priority: (1) provide access to a 
place of public accommodation from public sidewalks, parking, or 
public transportation; (2) provide access to those areas where goods 
and services are made available; (3) provide access to rest room 
facilities; and (4) take other Steps necessary to provide access to the 
goods and services provided. 


Determining whether the removal of a particular barrier is readily 
achievable under the ADA raises architectural, business, financial and 
legal issues which the owner or person in possession of the property 
(the “Owner”) must confront. Architects may provide significant 


, assistance to the Owner.

Certified Architectural Administrators are earning recognition within 
the profession. The Denver chapter currently has 3 CAA members: 
Janet M. Whitfield, CAA, Director of Accounting for Gensler &

and Sally J. DiSciullo, CAA, Office Manager for ArchitectureDenver. 

To become a certified architectural administrator, a SAA member 
works to collect points accumulated in the following areas: continuing 
education; service to the profession; and service to SAA. All CAAs 
must be recertified every 5 years. 

Part of the certification program involves candidates attending 
seminars sponsored by SAA, AIA and other related organizations. 
The Denver Chapter of SAA assists its members in attaining 
certification by obtaining pre-approved certification points for its 
monthly programs. Approval is based on content of the seminar and 
the qualifications of the speaker. With pre-approval, candidates know 
point requirements are met when they sign up for a seminar. 

Approved seminars this year have included 4 hours of Total Quality 
Management, 1 hour of Standard Forms 254/255 and 2 hours of 
Project Management. As the continuing education requirements for 
AIA membership begin to take shape, look to SAA Denver for 
seminars of interest to Architects, as well as their Administrators.

il. Role of the Architect 


An Owner cannot begin the process of identifying 
which barriers should be removed until he/she has 
been informed of the barriers that exist. 
Accessibility surveys perform the vital function of 
identifying instances where an existing facility 
does not comply with the ADA Accessibility 
Guidelines (the “ADAAG”). 


Since the architect's primary function in performing 
an accessibility survey is the identification of 
barriers, the architect should not make the 
determination of whether the removal of a 
particular barrier is readily achievable. That 
determination should be made by the Owner after 
consultation with any and all individuals the Owner 
deems appropriate, including, an architect, 
accountant or attorney. An architect may 
complete a design study that sets forth various 
options available to the Owner and the associated 
costs. 


in order to avoid confusion concerning the scope 
of an architect's undertaking with regard to 
accessibility surveys, the architect should provide 
the client with a contract or written statement 
stating that the architect will provide service to 
identify barriers as defined by the ADA 
Accessibility Guidelines. The client should be 
advised in writing that the removal of any 
particular barrier is readily achievable within the 
meaning of the ADA. The architect should reaffirm 
this limitation of responsibility in the completed 
accessibility survey. 


Architects who choose to advise clients when the 
removal of a particular barrier is readily achievable 
may unnecessarily create liability for themselves 
and their clients by addressing issues not properly 
left to the Owner.
